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DETAILED ACTION 
Application and Claims Statiis 

1 . Applicant's preliminary amendment filed 10/23/2006 are acknowledged and entered. 

2. Claims 1-24 were pending. Applicants have cancelled claims 1-24; and added claims 25- 
52. Therefore, claims 25-52 are currently pending and are under consideration in this Office 
Action. Additionally, applicant has amended the Abstract and filed a substitute specification. 
However, the substitute specification is non-compliant because it failed to meet the requirements 
of 37 CFR 1.121, specifically 37 CFR 1.121 (b)(3), and 37 CFR 1.125 (b) and (c). See also 
MPEP § 714. Here, applicant failed to provide a) a statement that the substitute specification 
includes no new matter, b) an instruction to replace the specification, and d) supply a clean 
version of the substitute specification. 



Election/Restrictions 
3 . Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 3 72 . 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claims 25-30, is drawn to an arrangement for the display of images of a scene or object 
with the structural features combination of a plane wavelength filter array arranged behind the 
image display device and a light emitting illuminator arranged behind the wavelength filter array. 

Group II, claims 31-41, is drawn to an arrangement for the display of images of a scene or object 
with the structural features combination of an illuminating device arranged behind the image 
display device and the wavelength filter array having first and second positions. 
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Group III, claims 42-49, is drawn to an arrangement for the display of images of a scene or 
object with the structural feature a wavelength filter array having a front face and arranged in 
front of or behind the image display device. 

Group IV, claims 50-52, is drawn to an arrangement for the display of images of a scene or 
object with the structural feature a wavelength filter array having a first mode of operation and a 
second mode of operation. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCX Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Xhe technical feature linking Groups I-IV appears to be that they all relate to an 
autostereoscopic display comprising an image display device, a filter device, and a light emitting 
illuminator device. Xhis special technical feature is well known in the art. Moreover, 
Eichenlaub et al. (US Patent 5,897,184) discloses an autostereoscopic display comprising a 
liquid crystal display, a 2-D/3-D variable diffuser, and an illuminating light guide (see e.g. 
Abstract; col. 3, lines 20-45; col. 9, line 17 thru col. 10, line 24; figs. 1, 9, and 10). Xherefore, 
the technical feature linking Groups I-IV does not constitute a special technical feature as 
defined by PCX Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over the prior art. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
